New York, October 31.—The republican 
committee confidently anticipates the elec- 
tion of General Tracy and each of the re- 
publican borough tickets. It believes, ac- 
cording to a statement issued today, that 
the vote for Henry George in the boroughs 
ef Manhattan and the Bronx will consid- 
erably exceed the vote of the Citizens’

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hew council will be chosen. The cam- 
paign, which has been an unusually bitter 
one, closed last night with mass meetings 
all along the line and nothing now remains 
but to cast and count the vote: The state 
offices to be filled are unimportant and frnt 
little attention is being paid to them, the 
main interest centering almost entirely in 
the legislative eontest. If the. democrats 
win Senator Gorman will doubtless be chos- 
en for another term; in fact, no one else 
has recently been mentioned for the place, 
while if the repuBlicans are victorious there 
will probably be a sharp fight for the seat, 
with the chances slightly in favor of Con- 
gressman Sydney E. Mudd, of Charles 
county. 

As to the outcome of the election, it can 
only be said that the result is in great 
doubt, though both s'des claim to be able to 
count enough votes in the legislature to se- 
cure a majority on joint ballot and to elect 
the United States senator. 

The republicans have a slight advantage 
in that of the thirteen “hold-over’”’ state 
senators nine are republicans. 

A large number of gold standard demo- 
crats are opposing the re-election of Sena- 
tor Gorman, in which they are joined by 
The Baltimore Sun and The Evening News, 
both of which have always been strongly 
democratic until within the past two years. 
On the other hand, The American, here- 
tofore warmly repwbdlican, is lukewarm in 
its support of the republican candidates, 
and The Herald, which has hitherto been 
neutral] in its position, has espoused the 
Gorman cause with considerable vigor. In 
Baltimore city’ William Malster isthe re- 
publican cand‘date for the mayordalty. his 
opponent being Henry Williams. Both 
are prominent merchants, Mr. Williams be- 
ing president of the Weems line of. steam- 
boats. while Mr. Malister is at the head of 
the Columbian iron werks. 

In the city, as in the state, both sides 
claim to have a majority of the votes, but 
there are divisions and dissensions in the 
ranks of both parties which make the out- 
come an extremely doubtful matter.

been generally known that this was a hope 
rather than a decided belief. 

In the last two weeks reasons for spe- 
c‘'al alarm jin the republican camp have 
come to the surface. The fact that Sena- 
tor Hanna is eXceedingly unpopular with 
the workingmen ig too patent not to be 
seen. The Foraker republicans, who have 
been violently ejected from. the control 
of the party state machine by Hanna, will 
probably join the workingmen in opposi- 
tion to Hanna and refuse to sipport the 
republican legislative ticket. 

Senator Hanna having been nominated by 
the republican state convention, will be 
elected by the legislature of course, if the 
republicans control it, and the only way 
the republicans who do not want Hanna 
returned to the senate can prevent it is 
to vote for the democratic candidates for 
the leg:slature, and this many of them 
will undoubtedly do. 

It is an easy matter for the republicans 
who do not want Mr. Hanna returned to 
the senate to so vote, and at the same time 
support Governor Bushnell—who is a For- 
aker faction man—and the rest of the state 
ticket. That they will do so is indicated in 
&@ vote now being conducted here by The 
Evening Press, wh.ch seems to be per- 
fectly fair. The vote is on governor and 
senator. It is noted that so far as this 
voting has proceeded about 6 per cent of 
the republicans who vote for Bushnell for 
governor do not. support Hanna for sena- 
tor. If, therefore, in the election Tuesday 
Bushnell does not carry the state by a 
considerable majority—and the chances are 
that he will be defeated—the legislature will 
be democratic. 

That the administration feels that it iz 
ciosely involved in the election is abund- 
antly shown by the array of federal office- 
holders that has been kept in the state 
from the beginning of the campaign to 
the close. Secretary of Agriculture Wil- 
son, Ass'stant Secretary Brigham, Assist- 
ant Postmaster General Perry 8. Heath, 
Pension .Commissioner H. Clay Evans, As- 
sistant Secretary Roosevelt of the. navy, 
ere a few of the more prominent members 
of President’McKinley’s official family, who 
have come into Ohio to save the president 
and the chairman of the republican nation- 
al executive committee from the humilia- 
tion of a defeat in their own state. 

Reports come from Canton today that 


Stark county, the president’s own county 


home, is likely to go democratic. It Is 
quite certain that if the republicans carry 
it, it will be by a small plurality. It used 
to be a strong republican county. 
_Sinte 1892 the average majority of the re- 
publicans in this state has been about 
75,000, and the republican plurality on joint 
ballot tn the legislature is now over 100. 
The republicans do not now claim that 
their majority in the state will be over 
25,000 this year, and their estimates of the 
legislative result indicate that they do not 
éxpect to have a majority on joint ballot 
in the new legislature of over 10 or 15. This 
is the slender majority upon which Senator 
Hanna depends to get back to the senate 
for a full term. 

It will be seen that even if the repub- 
lican predictions are realized, the election 
result will still be a virtual rebuke to the 
“boss” rule of Mark Hanna, and the ad- 
ministration which it has installed at 
Washington. The chances are, however, 
that the rebuke may be made more em- 
phatic by a decided republican defeat.

Todd, the rep- 
resentative of a part of the republican 
party and the Amer‘can Protective Associa- 
tion, “exceeds anything the large Falls City 
has ever known, From the first day of 
the speechmaking last July to the present 
moment everybody has watched closely 
the battle being waged between these two 
political generals.

FIRST BID TO EQUAL DEBT 


Sale of Valuable Property Takes Place 
in a Dingy Old Warehouse. 


ONLY ONE BIDDER 1S KNOWN SO FAR 


Auctioneer Will Start Off with an Of- 
fer of $58,000,000 and There 
He May ‘Stop. 


Omaha, Neb., October 31.—At 11 o’clock 
tomorrow morning’ down in a dingy fretght 
house on the Omaha flats there will be a 
financial transaction that in two respects 
will be a record breaker. 

In the first instance it will be the largest 
auction sale of which history makes men- 
tion, and in the second instance Uncle Sam 
will emerge from a money deal with his 
nephews without leaving behind him near- 
ly all he advanced for the scheme in ad- 
dition to large patches of his hide as evi- 
dence of good faith. 

About $58,000,000 will be paid by the re- 
organization committee for the Nine of the 
Union Pacific from Council Bluffs to Og- 
den. 

There will be but one bid and that will 
be the offer of this reorganization commit- 
tee. Master in Chancery W. D. Cornish 
has but one check guaranteeing a bid and 
that is the deposit of the committee. 

All, or nearly all, of the members of the 
committee who are to attend the sale ar- 
rived this morning. Those who came _in 


this morning are: . 

Alexander Millar, of Boston, secretary 
of the Union Pacific; Receivers J. W. 
Doane, Ellery Anderson and Oliver W. 
Mink. General Louis Fitzgerald and Wins- 
low 8S. Pierce, the attorney for the com- 
mittee, also arrived. 

John Sheridan, of Maryland, one of the 
government directors of the road, and Gen- 
eral Solicitor Kelly are also here. 

Among otbers who will be there are Sen- 
ator John H. Thurston, General J. C. 
.Cowin, of Omaha, the government attor- 
ney in this case; Judge Sanborn,, of St. 
Paul, and all the prominent officials of the 
Union Pacific In Omaha. 

The actual selling of the road will be 
made in this manner: 

Master in Chancery Cornish will an- 
nounce that the road is to be sold under 
the foreclosure of thé Hen of the govern- 
ment of the United States. He will then 
read a description of the road. Once this 
is finished, the balance of the operation 
will be over in very short order. Mr. Cor- 
nish will announce that the bid to be ac- 
cepted is the maximum of the government's 
claim. Attorney Winslow 8S. Pierce will 
offer. the amount, for the reo

of the game as it is played now, if the 
minds of the legislators do not change. ; 

Even before the life of young Gammon 
snapped the slender thread which held it 
for eleven hours after the acc-dent on the 
field, there was much crying out against 
the fierce game by the leg.slators and 
citizens gc«merally who were in the c‘ty. 
And now that the game of Saturday has 
claimed its victim fully, there is a strong-

have called it. —

The Anti-Football Bill. 

The talk of anti-footDal!l legislation has 
revived the recollecticn of the anti-footbail 
bill introduced at the last sess.on of the 
legisiature by Mr. Cole, of Carroll, wh.ch 
at the time caused much comment among 
the newspapers over the state and aroused 
the lively opposition of all the coilege foot- 
ball teams in the state. 

The bill introduced by Mr. Cole enacts 
“that from and after the passage of this 
act it shall be uniawful for any person 
or persons to engage in any prize ur maich 
game of football or any other game of like 
character; that it shall be uniawful for 
any person ‘or persons to come together 
and play a prize or match game of foot- 
bali or any other game of like character 
in any park or otner place in the Sstate 
where an admission fee is charged for ad- 
miss'on to the game,” 

Made a Misdemeanor. 

The penalty prescribed fer violation of 
the law is the same as in ail misdemeanor 
cases. 

This bill was never reported back from 
the committee into whose hands it was 
and is still to be acted on by that commit- 
tee.

His 
father has been connected w-th the police 
force for a number of years and was al- 
ways honored and esteemed as a city offi- 
cial. His oldest son, Reed Carlisie, met 
with an accident a few years ago and had 
cne of his hands severely crushed while 
working in The Journal’s press rooms, 

The two motormen, Ed Thomas and Will 
Reeves, who were injured in the accident, 
were doing as well as could be expect- 
ed last night. There were many rumors 
abcut cne of them being dead, but these 
were unfounded. 

A Cripple for Life. 


Mr. Ed Herrin, the, traveling salesman 
who was hurt, was taken to the Grady hos- 
pital Saturday nght and the physicians 
deemed it advisable to amputate his left 
hand just above the wrist. This will leave 
him a cripple for lEfe.

Another Postponement of His Cass 
Will Be Asked for Today. 


COLONEL GLENN LEAVES FOR FOREIGN TRIP 


Flanagan Is Said To Be Slowly, but 
Surely, Failing in Health in 
DeKalb Jail. 


Edwin C, Flanagan will never expiate his 
crime of double murder upon the gpllows. 

Before all the legal technicalities in the 
case can be settled and the final death 
sentence passed upon his, the wretched and 
shriveled little man, whose crime was the 
most terrible ever committed in this part of 
Georgia, will die a natural death, and thus 
cheat the gallows out of a victim, 

Today is the date set for the hearing of 
the Flanagan case in the supreme court, 
but when the case is reached on the docket 
Colonel Rountree will make a motion for 
continuance until January 15th, owing to 
the fact that Colonel W. C. Glenn is unable 
to argue the case, and is preparing to take 
a European trip for his: health. 

This will probably put the case off a year, 
for the supreme court will not be in session 
when Colonel Glenn returns. 

In the meantime, Flanagan is slowly 
dying in DeKalb county jail, according to 
the physicians who have seen him lately. 
It ils not thought that he can possibly live 
a year longer in jail. Physicians have made 
Sworn statements to the effect that Flan- 
agan is gradually wasting away. He is a 
skeleton now; a wretched looking, shrivel- 
ed piece of humanity. He still has the 
morbid fear that a mob is after him, and 
never for a moment seems cheerful. He 
eats sometimes ravishly and doggedly and 
sometimes not at all. 

The motion for continuance will no doubt 
be granted by the supreme court this 
morning, and there is no telling when the 
case will reach its end. After returning, 
should Mr. Glenn lose the motion tor a new 
trial before the supreme court of Georgia, 
he has announced his intention of taking 
the case to the United States supreme 
court, and if he should do this, it will 
probably be two oar/three years before the 
case is finally ended. 

Attorney General Terrell had prepared 
himself fully to go into the Flanagan case, 
and he w.li probably fight a continuance.

Legal Battle Over Georgia Leasehold 
Comes Up Next Friday. 


JUDGE PARDEE WILL PRESIDE 


Thomas and Ryan’s Petition Will Be 
Taken Up and Heard. 


HEARING WILL BE EXCEEDINGLY WARM 


Louisville and Nashville and Thomas 
and Ryan Must Fight It Out 
“ in the Courts. 


One of the most interesting pieces of 
litigation that has been sprung in the 
Georgia courts in a long time is the great 
legal battle that is to be waged before 
Judge Don A. Pardee, of the United States 
court, in Atlanta on next Friday in order 
to solve the question as to the possession 
of the leasehold of the Georgia railroad. 

Who is to become the manager of this 
property is the interesting question that is 
to be decided by the court. Shall Thomas 
& Ryan or shall the Louisville and Nash- 
ville control and manage the property? 
The case will be one of wide interest in 
railroad circles and the result of the court's 
decision is looked forward to with no little 


degree of expectancy. 

Thomas & Ryan, claiming to be the 
rightful owners of one-haif of the lease- 
hold of the Georgia railroad, have filed a 
bill in the federal court, asking the court 
to interfere with the alleged illegalities in 
the management of the road by Manager 
Scott, who, it is charged, is colluding with 
the Louisville and Nashville people and 
ignoring the rights of the plaintiffs in the 
bill. 

The Louisville and Nashville comes back 
at Thomas & Ryan with a voluminous 
cross bill and says that the half interest 
in the Georgia road lease does not belong 
to Thomas & Ryan by right. They say 
such an interest was formerly held by the 
old Central Railroad Company, but that it 
has been forfeited on account of a failure 
on the part of the Central to comply with 
the contract of keeping the lease property 
covered with securities. The Louisville aud 
Nashville, through its counsel, King & 
Spalding, further say that the Centra] is 
debarred now from being a leaseholder in 
the Georgia railroad because it is a com- 
peting road with the Georgia, and this is 
against the state constitution, 

There are countless side issues involved 
in the case and it is one of double signifi- 
cance. Major William T. Gary, of Augus- 
ta, has taken all the testimony in the case 
as special master, and so far as is now 
known, there will be a complete and posi- 
tive settlement of the issue in the federal 
court next Friday or as soon after the 
hear'ng as the decision in the case is 
reached.

Rev. H. R. Coleman, the distinguished 
Louisville preacher, was heard in Atlanta 
yesterday in a sermon at the First Method- 
ist church and last night in a lecture on 
the Holy Land at the Columbia theater.

He took as hig subject in the 
morning, “Following Jesus,’’ and delivered 
a most interesting sermon.

The Debts of the Church Will Now Be 
Canceled in Full. 


CONGREGATION GIVES FREELY 


Dr. Landrum’s Earnest Plea Finds a 
Hearty Response. 


CHURCH WILL SOON CELEBRATE SOTH YEAR 


Dr. Landrum Preaches to a Large Con- 
gregation and One Which Is in 
Sympathy with Chur¢h. 


Dr. Landrum preached a strong sermon 
cn the language of Christianity at the 
First Baptist church yesterday morning. 
The address led up to the ordination of 
Mr. Sam Dean in the afternoon, and treat- 
ed of the belief of the Baptist faith. 

He said that the one word which was 
paramount over others was the word obe- 
dience. This was a powerful word and was 
the foundation of many a good Christian 
character. He spoke of the necessity of 
having a Christian language and living 
to it. 

An important event of the morning’s ser- 
vice was the taking up of a collection to 
pay the church debt. Four thousand dol- 
lars was raised in a few minutes, which is 
one of the largest collections ever taken 
at one time in an Atlanta church. 

At the close of the sermon, through which 
Dr. Landrum hurried in order to have time 
for the collection, he announced that in 
January, 1898, t would celebrate the 
fiftieth anniversary of the First Baptist 
church, and he would not feel like he could 
celebrate the occasion unless the church 
was free from debt. 

Mr. J. J. Maddox read a report showing 
the number that had already contributed. 
A number of the prominent members had 
given $200 each and many other smaller 
amounts which made the whole nearly 
$3,000. Other contributions were asked for 
and the amount reached about $3,500. 

They thought they had better stop at 
that, but some of the deacons thought it 
best to try for the entire sum needed, and 
the proposition that 100 give $5 was made. 
This was agreed to and the promises of $5 
came in so fast that the secretary could 
scarcely write them down. In a few min- 
utes the entire amount of $4,000 was raised 
and Dr. Landrum said it was a. glorious 
time for the church to celebrate and re- 
joice, 

This amount will place the church on a 
sound footing financially, which has not 
been the case in a number of years. They 
have a large expense account besides the 
amount they give into the missions each 
year. Dr. Landrum said that the church 
is in a magnificent condition, and that the 
outlook for its work is good. 

The church is nearly fifty years old, hav- 
ing been established among the first in 
this city, and is now one of the largest. 
They are beginning to prepare to have 
an extensive celebration on their fiftieth 
birthday, which will occur some time in 
January of next year. 

The songs sung at the exercises on that 
occasion will be composed by the members 
of the congregation. This will be a new 
feature in this line, and Dr. Landrum geaid 
yesterday that he kncw there was enough 
talent in the church to have a grand oc- 
casion.. The programme has not been ar- 
ranged yet, but the older members of the 
congregation feel a great interest in the 
work and will do all they can to make it 
a memorable occasion,

| Queer Stranger Who Is Being Held at 
the Police Barracks. 


HE SAYS HIS WIFE IS LOST 


Carries Certificates from Physicians 
Stating He Has Consumption. 


(S FRANTIC WHEN TALKING OF HIS WIFE 


The Chief of Police Is Anxious To Lo- 
cate His People—And Also the 
Alleged Wife. 


There is being held at the police bar- 
racks a queer sort of a genius who seems 
to be frantic because he has lost his wife 
and doesn’t know where to find her.

“Captain, for God’s sake help me 
get my wife.. She has run away from me 
and she has all the money I have in the 
world. But I don’t care so much about the 
money as I do her. Oh, do get her for 
me!”’ 

The captain promised to make some 
investigations. The next day Chief Manly 


' returned from Nashville and the stranger | 


‘called upon him and made the same appeal 
he had to Captain Thompson. 
“Where is your wife?’’ asked the chief. 
“She is in a house at No. 16 Coilins street, 


and she will not see me. Do, dear chief, 


help me, for I love my wife am] must have 


her.” 

The chief sent Patrolman Crim with the 
'man, and the house designated by his was 
thoroughly searched, but no such woman 
had ever been there. 
- Saturday night he went to the house 
‘himself and created such a disturbance 
that he was arrested am] locked up. 

Was the Wife a Reality? 
_Yesterday afternoon the chief of police 
began an investigation of the case, and 
he was soon conyinced that the man was 
either an escaped lunatic or a person who 
Ought to be sent to an asylum. He was 
doubtless looking for an imaginary wife. 

Among the papers Whitten had in his 
pockets were a number of certificates from 
physicians stating that he was in the last 
Stages of consumpt:on and unable to do 
any manual! jabor. There were certificates 
from physicians in St. Louis, Springfield 
and Atlanta. The Atlanta physicians were 
Dr. H. P. Cooper and Dr. Hugh Hagan. 

Dr. Hagan, when asked about the man, 
said he had examined him and found him 
far gone with consumption. The physician 
said that Whitten wanted the certificate 
because he was selling books and wished 
to show why he did that sort of work 
instead of hard labor. 

Whitten was not placed in a cell. but 
was allowed the freedom of the hallway 
of the prison. When seen by a reporter 
of The Constitution he was pacing up and 
down the corridor like a lion in a cage. He 
was asked about his lost wife and he said 
with much emotion: 

“Yes, my darling wife hus deserted me 
and they will not let me see her. They are 
lying to the police, for she is just where 
I said she was. She has all my money, $36, 
and they want her just to get that money.” 

“Why did you want those health certifi- 
cates?’ he was asked. 

“T am unfit for Ifard work, and I am 
selling books. When I ask a person to buy 
one of my books they tell me to go to work; 
then I show them that the doctors say Il 
cannot work and they buy the books.” 

“What books do you sgell?’’ 

*‘All kinds, all kinds, all kinds,” he re- 
peated, and then walked rap diy away. 

“Do you feel ill?”’ he was asked when he 
returned to the iron door. 

“Is a Dying Man.”’ 

‘YT am a dying man. Just feel my pulse. 
itt is beating 150 a minute and I am told 
‘when it reaches 200 I will die.’’ 

The reporter felt his pulse and found it 
beating about ninety. He was very nerv- 
ous and excited and wouldn’t stand still a 
second at a time. 

To every person he saw he would tell 
‘the story about his lost wife and beg 
them to help him regain her. 

Chief Manly stated to the reporter that 
he believed the man was demented and 
that his wife was an imaginary creature. 

“I wish you would say in The Constitu- 
tion.” sa'd the chief, ‘‘that if there are any 
who know who the man is and where his 
people live they will confer a favor on 
the police department by communicating 
with me at once. Also say that if there 
is such a person as Mrs. J. T. Whitten 
ehe will do an act of humanity by coming 
around to the barracks and looking after 
her husband.”’ 


MONEY ABUNDANT ABROAD. 


Rates of Interest Have a Downward 
Tendency in London. 

London, October 31.—Money is tempora- 
rily plentiful, and as a result the rates 
show a downward tendency. The saies 
of American securities have ceased, and 
it is expected that London will have to 
settle the adverse trade balances in bul- 
lion, though large gold withdrawals aro 
not expected. 

Since the raising of the bank rate the 
demand for gold has heen confined ta the 
open market. The refusal of the large 
banks to take bills at less than 3 per cent 
keeps discount rates at this figure. Short 
loans are freely offered at from 2% to 2% per 
cent. The markets were dull in the early 
part of last week because of the scttle- 
ment: toward the end the movements 
- were irregular. but more cheerful. liome 
railway securities ‘mproved through the 
more favorable reports as to the engineer- 
ing strike. American railway securities 
were depressed until vesterday, falling trom 
1 to 2 per cent. Union Pacific shares 
were largely sold on the report that the 
sale of the line would be postponed, and 
they did not recover much because it was 
presumed that the higher price to be paid 
would damage the shareholders. 

Union Pacific railway shares fell 3% 
points; Central Pacific shares 2% points; 
Tiiino‘’s Central 2; Baltimore and Ohio 14; 
Louisville and. Nashville 14%; Denver pre- 
ferred 1%; New York Central 1%, and 
Canadian Pacific 1% per cent.

FOREIGN WHEAT SHORTAGE. 


Department “of A griculture Presents 
an Interesting Report. 


Washington, October 31.—Secretary Wil- 
son, of the department of agr.culture, has 
just issued.a report prepared under his 
direction by Frank H. Hitcheock, caief of 
the section of foreign markets, that gives 
some interesting facts relative to the pres- 
ent wheat shortage in Austria-Hungary 
and the consequent importation into that 
country of American grain. 

According to the United States consul at 
Reichenburg, Austria, an importation of 
40 carloads of American wheat was made 
as early as’ August, coming by the way 
of Hamburg. Other importalions were 
reported, among them one of 36,700 bushels 
of red winter No. 2 and Kansas wheat, 
purchssed through the Vienna produce ex- 
change. 

After recounting these unusual importa- 
tfons of the present season, the bulletin 
presents a careful review of the grain sit- 
uation in Austr.a-Hungary during the last 
ten years. 

The crops of the present season are re- 
markably small. If the official estimates 
quoted are fulfilled, the comb'tned wheat 
procuction of Austria and Hungary will 
amount to a little more than _ 180,000,000 
bushels, or 60.000,000 bushels short of the 
crop harvested in 1896, which was estimated 
at about 190.000,0% bushels. Aside from 
the abnormal conditions of the present 
vear, annual statistics of production, ‘!m- 
portation and exportation during the dec- 
ade make it apparent that a marked 
change bas occurred in the last few years 
as regards the grain situat‘on in Austria- 
Hungary. . 

The tendency of the various cereals has 
been toward a larger home consumption of 
the national product and consequent reduc- 
tion of the surplus available for shipment 
to other lands. Most of the cereals are 
now brought into the country ifn larger 
quantities than they are exported. Bar- 
ley is the only grain of wh'ch any consid- 
erahle amount continues to be shipped 
abroad. In respect to other cereals the 
status of the monarchy is apparently that 
of transit'on from en exporting into an 
importing country. While it is hardly to 
be expected that these changed conditions 
will to any considerable extent create an 
enlarged Cemand for American cereals, the 
facts set forth are certainly of interest 
as indicating the lessened importance of 
Austria-Hungary among the countries with 
which the United States is obliged to com- 
pete in the grain markets of the world. 

The flour trade with Braz'l is large «nd 
increasing, reaching 110.934 barrels per an- 
num during 1891-95. This increasing hold 
upon the market should be controlled ex- 
clusively bv United States millers. 


INDUSTRIAL SITUATION SOUTH. 


Large Number of New Manufactories 
in Sight. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., October 30.—An en- 
eccuraging feature of the industrial situa. 
tion in the south is the large number of 
enlargements of manufacturing plants, 
principally cotton mills, reported by The 
Tradesman during the past week, The 
number of new industries also shows a 
healthy increase. and The Tradesman’s 
southern correspondents report an active 
mcvement in nearly all lines of trade. 

The temporary lull tn the demand for 
iron is having no unfavorable effect an 
the market, and prices continue firm, es- 
pecially in southern iron, with an upward 
tendency. 

The textile industry is characterized by 
increased activity, all the mills being busy 
and many running on double time. - 

Lumber opertors, for the most part, re- 
port a satisfactory trade, except at those 
points where the quarantine regulations 
have interfered with bvsiness,

The city council will meet in regular ses- 
sion this afternoon and take up several im- 
portant matters pending before the body. 

The meeting will be the first of the tast 


- four of the present council, and the general 


council will begin to shape up the several 
questions preparatory to the disbandment 
of the body at the end of December. A 
pumber of matters are to be finally dis- 
posed of, and after today’s meeting there 
will be little work left for the present coun- 
dil to do. ; 

This morning the board of water com- 
missioners will meet and adopt a recom- 
mendation to the general council relating 
to the muchly discussed danger to the 
water pipes of the city, said to be caused 
by the currents of the street car compa- 
nies used in operating their cars. 

It is likely that the board will agree upon 
a recommendation to the council to the -ef- 
fect that the street car companies be re- 
quired to discontinue the use of the under- 
ground return current system. It is this 
gystem which is said to be working to the 
disadvantage of the city by destroying the 
pipes, and the board wants the companies 
to devisesome other plan than that now 
in vogue of returning the trolley currents 
to the power houses instead of sending it 
pack through the ground. 

Two Plans Are Proposed. 

The suggestion has been made that the 
car companies be required to adopt the 
overhead return wire system.or what is 
known as the double trolley plan. Both 
are said to be effective and to work sati5- 
factorily. The plans do away with the dan- 
ger to the underground pipes by transmit- 
ting electric currents to the power houses 
by overhead wires. 

Mayor Collier and members of the coun- 
cil have said that they will approve the 
action of the board in this respect, and 
the question will be an important one for 
the council to decide this afternoon. 


That Transfer Question Again. 

Another important question which will be 
brought up for councilmanic action this 
afternoon is that of the long talked of 
street car transfer question. The council 
will finally pass Upon the proposed amend- 
ment to the city charter giving the city di- 
rect authority to regulate the charge for 
the hauling of passengers and authorizing 
the eity to require car companies to grant 
transfers. 

This issue has been before the general 
touncil in one way and another all of the 
prerent year, and it must soon be finally 
dsposed of. The proposed amendment will 
be presented to the state legislature at the 
present session, and to secure consideration 
it must scon be handed in, The city seeks 
the charter authority to regulate these 
questions, and ‘Mayor Collier will urge the 
council] to adopt the proposed amendment. 


The Proposed Charter Amendment. 


The section of the city charter bill of 
amendments relating to the transfer and 
fare questions is as follows: 


Section 7. Be it further enacted by 
the authority aforesaid, that from and 
after the passage of this act, the may- 
or and general council ofthe city of 
Atlanta shall have full power and au- 
thority to make and enforce reason- 
able regulations of the fares to be 
charged and collected by all street 


-failroad companies or street railway 


companies owning and operating lines 
of street railway in said city, and said 
mayor and general council shall also 
have power and authority to require 
street railroad or street railway com- 
panies owning or operating lines of 
street railway in said city to issue 
transfer tickets or otherwise to pro- 
vide for transfers from one car or line 
to another car or line, operated by the 
Same company, so as to secure to pas- 
sengers the right to travel a distance 
not exceeding five miles on one con- 


nuous trip for one fare.”

WILL MEET TODAY 


Most Interesting Docket of the Term Is 
To Be Taken Up. 


JOE HARDEN IS TO BE TRIED 


He Is Charged with Being the Assassin 
of Drug Clerk Huckabee. 


BUD FULLER WILL ALSO FACE THE JURY 


Jim Williams, Whose Case Resulted in 
a Mistrial Last Week, Will Again 
Be Placed on Trial. 


Judge Candler’s criminal court will begin 
grinding out verdicts this morning at 8:30 
o'clock, and the witnesses who have been 
summoned will throng the corridors and 
halls of the courthouse long before that 


hour. 

The calendar which is to be taken up this 
fmorning is without doubt one of the most 
interesting that has been before the court 
for many weeks. hree murder cases are 
among the first of reached. Then there 
are innumerable ca8es in which the charge 
of an assault with intent to murder is 
made. Larceny cases, burglaries and as- 
saults are almost without number, and 
Judge Candler, Solicitor Hill and the ju- 
rors who are to pass upon the guilt or in- 
nocence of the prisoners will have their 
hands full before the week is out. 

The murder of Drug Clerk Huckabee will 
be investigated this morning when court 
meets. This case was set for a day liast 
week, but on account of the absence of 
the police officers who were in Nashville, 
the case went over until this morning. 
Huckabee was the night clerk in the drug 
store of Smenner & Co., at the corner of 
Fair and Fraser streets. One night last sum- 
mer about midnight he was awakened by a 
noise in the front end of the drug store. 
Huckabee slept in a rear room and he 
hastened to investigate the unusual noise. 

As the young man entered the drug store 
he saw a burglar. He turned to go back 
to his room to get his pistol when he was 
fired upon by the burglar. He fell mortal- 
ly wounded and his death followed in a 
brief time. The burglar escaped without 
being identified, although two police offi- 
cers saw the fleeing man climb a fence. 

Some time after the murder the police 
officers arrested a negro named Joe Har- 
den, who has since been indicted by the 
grand jury, charged with the murder of 
Huckabee. Harden claims he was in no 
way connected with the crime and he will 
attempt to prove an alibi when his case 
comes up this morning. The evidence 
against him has been secured by the de- 
tectives and they will be the principal wit- 
nesses today for the state. 

Williams To Be Tried Again. 

It is no usual thing for-a man to be 
placed on trial for his life twice within 
ten days, but such will be the experience 
of Jim Williams this week, who is charged 
with the assassination of Officer Albert, 
who was killed last July at the corner of 
Marietta and Broad streets. 

Williams was tried last week on the 
charge of murder. His trial consumed 
more than a day and the jury remained out 
on the case for thirty hours. After making 
every effort to reach a verdict, the jury 
stood six for acquittal and six for convic- 
tion. 

The story of the Albert murder is one 
with which the readers of The Constitution 
are familiar. Albert, who was one of the 
bravest and most faithful oificers in the 
department, attempted to make two ne- 
groes move from the sidewalk near Nun- 
nally’s corner. It was after midnight, and 
as several burglaries had been committed 
in the neighborhood, Officer Albert did not 
want any suspicious characters lounging 
about the place 

When he ordered the negroes to move, 
one of them whipped out a revolver and 
fired upon the officer, death resulting from 
the wound. After several negroes had been 
arrested and released for want of evidence, 
Williams was arrested and he was indicted 
by the grand jury. The negro claims he is 
innocent and says he was at the home of 
his mother on East Hunter street on the 
night of the murder. Williams is repre- 
sented by Messrs. Thomas & Davis and 
Attorney Hamilton. 

Many Cases To Come Up. 

Among the long list of cases is the state 
against Bud Fuller, who is charged with 
baving abandoned his little crippled child. 
The child was found in the woods in the 
southern part of the city aud when discov- 
ered it was almost dead from exposure and 
Starvation. 

Fuller in his defense will claim that he 
brought the child to Atlanta hoping to 
secure a good nurse. He will say that be- 
fore leaving the city he placed the chiid 
in the care of a Mrs. Willingham, who was 
to provide for it until he should return 
the next week. 

The state claims that Mrs. Willinghain 
is a myth—a Brown Allen—and that Fuller, 
becoming weary of the burden of the un- 
fortunate cripple, carried it to the woods 
and deserted it, believing it would either 
be found and cared for by some charitabie 
institution or that it would die.

The policies will be three in number— 
$300, $500 and $1,000. 

The insurence plan will materially ben- 
efit the membership of the organizativn 
and it will result in ‘!ncreasing the mem- 
bership throughout the country.

This is an old question with the telephone 
Mm 1889 Mr. Smith advised the 
telephone company that, under the tax 
of 1888, telephone companies were not 
subject to taxation by counties. The attor- 
ney general agreed with the attorney of 
telephone company and directed the 
comptrolier general to direct the tax col- 
iector to collect no taxes from telephone 
companies. Mr. Smith in his recent opin- 
ion calls attention to the holding of the 
general, and points out the fact 
that the tax acts each year since 1889 have 
been exactly the samé as the acts upon 
which the attorney general ‘nade his ruling. 
Hon. Clifford Anderson was the attorrey 
general at that time. Mr. Smith also quotes 
the following lIaneuave of Justice Hall, 
which appears !n the case of the County of 
Houston vs. Central Railrvad Company, 
72 Ga., 211: 

“Our special legislation as ta the tax.- 
tion of railroads virtually exeludes coun- 
ties and municipal corporations frcm levy- 
ing a tax tpon them and the apourtenances 
necessary to maintain and operate tim 
for county ard municipal purposes, by 
making no provision for levying and col- 
lecting such te x.”’ 

Telephones, under the acts, says Mr. 
Smith, are in the same position as rail- 
roads. 

The opinion that the teiephone company 
is not liable for tax is put upon two 
grcevurds: 

First, the state has reserved to itself the 
right to tax counties. 

Second, the state has failed to make pro- 
vision for levying and collecting county 
taxes, . 

Mr. Smith advised that they are not Hoeble 
for city taxes several vears ago. The coim- 
pany determined, howevcr, in view of their 
peculiar relation of the city, by reason of 
the use of the city’s streets, that it was 
wise to adjust this question F capeten liti- 
gation, and pay the taxes to the city.
